THE PROMINENT PARTICIPANTS. 
THE HONORE FAMILY 
are Parisian French, and the old house still ex- 
ista, in the heart of Paris, where the last rem- 
naut of the foreign branch stili live. Jobn A. 
Honore, the progenitor of the Honore race in 
America, came over end settled in Louisvi'le, 
Ky., in 1808, in the 30th year of his age, having 
three children.—two girls and one bov. This 
boy was Frapcis Honore, who entered into the 
wholesale business with his father, and made 
nearly two score tedious trips from New Or- 
leans to Louisville, it being vecessarv at. that 
early period to barge goods up theriver.. He 
saw Louisville grow from asmall town to alarge, 
thriving city, and gaincd an extensive acquaint- 


ance. He died suddenly in 1549, having the re- | 


spect and esteem of a'l who knew bim. Three | 
sons survived bim,—H. H. Honore, B. L. Honore, | 


and Francis Honore. 

H. H. Honore, Esq., the eldest son, married 
Miss Eliza Carr, the daughter of Capt. John 
Carr, one of those noble pioneers of Kentucky. 
about 1845, in Olaham Couuty. In her youth she 
Possessed remarkable beauty, and time has not 
vet dimmed the brightuess of her eye or bowed 
her form, and the children have imberited her 
good looks.

ef rose pink faille. The skirt of this dress had 
@ gathered flounse passing entirely around the 
{som widths, and the long sweeping train. On 


| the edge of this ruffle were three narrow ovor- 
lapping ruffles about 14¢ inches in width, bound 
with the silk. The wide ruffie was headed by 
two bands, first laid in plaits about an eighth of 
a yardin width when finished. These bands 
were then folded together in a peculiar style, 
and fastened above the rufile. The mode of 
folding them was an intricate triumph of French 
ingenuity, which no descriptive power could 
possible convey. Then a very wide piece of silk 
was again laid in loose folis and tied in graceful 
knots. This passed around the skirt and train 
and was lost beneath the apron-overskirt. The 
beck breadths of the train were arranged in a 
Wattean fold, and each side of this the breadths 
were gathered ina pouffe. The apron-front fell 
just below the trimming on the under- 
skirt, and long, broad, arrow -shaped 
tabs fell at the side. This was 
trimmed al] around with a wide band of ostrich- 
feathers, from which fell a deep silk fringe. 
The basque was somewhat of a postillion shape, 
but one of those peculiar French modifications 
which defy anything like accurate definition. 
The trimmings on the neck of this formed a pe- 
culiar-shaped collar and ruff. This was in flutes 
from the point to the shoulder-seam, whence it 
turned down in a rounded collar, finished at the 
neck by flutes,‘ the whole held in place bv 
wire. Delicate bindings and pipings fivished 
this, and a band of ostrich-feathers passed ea- 
tirely around the basque. Crepe-lisse flutings, 
over which were flutings of Valenciennes lace, 
finished the neck and eleeves, altogether form- 
ing a perfect evening-dress. 
Another of these was au 
EVENING-DRESS OF MAUVE SILK 

and crepe de Uhine, which was made as follows: 
The back of the train was the new Watteau 
plait which gives that peculiar bang to the dress 
pow 80 much in vogue, but slightly en poujfe at 
the back. Now this plait, exteading around 
the side-breadths to the front, was a graduated 
trimming of triple box-plaitings, edged witha 
kuife-plaiting at the bottom, which made 
a full sort of rosette at each plait. The 
tops of these were turned over. ‘The very nar- 
row tabula was a succession of loose pulls, with 
ruffles of wide point dAlencon between. ‘he 
overskirt almost met at the waist, passed over 
the side-breadths, avd was caught together 
below the with wide § fringe 
sashes aud This was all fin- 
ished with an intricate trimming of the crepe 
de Chine, and the wide point lace. There was 
also puffing of crepe de Chine up the side. Bou- 
qguets of autumn leaves and wild roses, with del- 
icate mauve ostrich-iips, fastened the sash, and 
were also arranged on the side. The basque of 
the dress was very beautiful in design. It is im- 

ossible to convey an adequate idea of the pecu- 
iar fold of the back of the basque, but the sides 
had the appearance of crossing each other, 
and were fastened with bouquets like those 
on the skirt, with delicate ostrich-tips, forming 
a portion of the garniture. Nothing more a!)so- 
lutely unique than this combination of feathers 
aod flowers with the delicate point lace could be 
imagined. 

This lace formed a ruff over crepe-lisse. Ruffles 
of lace on the sleeves, and a bouquet at each 
cuff, with one on the side of the neck, finished 
this superb costume. The lace also passed 
around the entire basque, and was headed with 
crepe de Chine trimming. 

A third elegant dress was 

A TEA-ROSE GRO8S-GRAIN. 

Around the entire train were two wide side-plait- 
ings, about 7 inches across. The back of 
this dress was en pouffe, while the entire sides 
were covered with a succession of bound ruffles 
and side-plaitings about 2 inches in width. 
These were alternated from the top-plaiting to 
the waist. Overthis was the most exquisite 
apron of crepe deChine. It was deep, and quite 
wide, and was in broad horizontal puffs, about 
6 inches in width. Between these puffs were 
wide, full wreaths of violets and tea-roses, 
making a succession of puffs and wreaths over 
the tablier fromthe hem of the dress to the 
waist. It was in the perfection of French taste, 
and one more of those combinations of whica a 
French modiste, or ratber a French artiste, alone 
could be the originator. Wide sashes which 
were really a combination of the apron, fei! 
over the back of the train, the whole 
being completed with an elegant knot- 
ted ponge, and caught together at 
the back with a bouquet of most perfect vio- 
lets. The basque of this dress was astudy. It 
was trimmed with shirred puffs around the neck, 
the style of which was cut en Pompadour. In- 
side of this Pompadour were plaitings of crepe- 
lisse and point lace. ‘The bottom of the basyue 
was trimmed with knotted [fringe and puflings. 
Bows and folds curiously combined completed 
the skirt of the basque ai the back, and were 
relieved by a wide, long  half-wreath, 
balf-bouquet of the violets and roses. The 
samme trimming with crepe-lisse and lace ruiiies 
finished the sleeves, while a dainty bouquet was 
placed at one side of the neck. A more elegant 
and beantiful costume was never designed, 
Another dress combined 

NILE-GREEN AND SAGE-COLORED SILKS, 
and is worthy of description. The dress was of 
the Nile-green, the tmmmings of the darker 
shade. The side-plaiting and the bottom were 
of the sage-green lined with the Nile- 
green, turned up at the bottom, 
so that the facing was visible. It 
was headed by a fan-piaiting of Nile and sage- 
green, folded in such a manuver as to show bob 
colors, reversing them in tiny fans. The tablier 
was made of »uifs formed by reversed plaitings. 
At each side of these were loose gatlored puts, 
placed longitudinally on the first side-gore, and 
finished with narrow fans. ‘he back of tie 
dress had at fist a box-plaited flounce, bound 
with sage-green, wita an inch-wide heading lined 
with sage-green. Above this the skirt was 
covered with three deep puffs, gathered 
and falling over the seam at the bottom, 
while at the top they were piaited in 
such a manner as to show the inner 
liaing of sage-green. The basque was finished 
with a box-piaiting of sage-greep, bound and 
faced similarly to that onthe skirt. The sleeves 
were of longitudinal puffs of Nile-green silk, aad 
finished with side-plaitings of sage-green. A 
peculiar neck-trimming, being an entirely new- 
shaped combination of coliar and ruff, com- 
pleted this. LPoimt-Duchesse lace fivished the 
neck and sleeves of the dress, making one of the 
most distingue and tasty garmenis we have 
seen. 

A DRESS IN TWO SHADES OF GREEN 
commanded the most intense admiration from 
the artistic manner in which it was created. The 
trained underskirt was siurounded bya fine 
knife-laited flounce, and the whole baci 
breadths were jaid in the same effective style, 
the series of flounces being surmounted by bands 
of the darkest emeraid shade, torming a rare 
and delightful effect of light and shadow. The 
Polonaie was cut quite bouffant in the back, and 
with a tripie rounded tablier front. The sleeves 
were drawn lengthwise, reaching to the elbows, 
the upper layer being the darkest ereen. The 
boddice opened en-chale, forming a pointed col- 
larette of the darkest shade. The imside of the 
neck was finiahed with a ruching of coulisse and 
lace Duchease. At the throat wasacluster of black 
roses with rose foliage,the garland passing around 
the jupon, and trailing low on the long skirt. 
There are Swedish nine-buttoa kid-gloves, with 
coral bracelets at the wrists. The hat te wear 
with this carriage-dress was simply a tiny shel! 
of lace Duchesse, tined with the lightest shade 
of green, and finished with a long coral-colored 
feather with a willow tip. This was fastened in 
its place by three blush roses and a tiny silver 
dagger. 

A STATE RECEPTION COSTUME 
was of that lovely faint canary-color that lichts 
up #0 beautifully at night,—yellow by gaslight, 
cora-colored in the sun, and delighiful every- 
where,—and it was trimmed with the only color 
that could harmonize in a perfect union: a love- 
ly shade of royal purple silk-velvet. The train 
is of silk, unced with the velvet. The 
front breadths were shirred lengthwise and inter- 
sected with foids of the purple velvet. The 
tunic was of the velvet lined with the silk, and 
reaching nearly to the bottom of the dress. 
This was draped on each side and at the baci. 
It had cuirasse bodice of the silk with small 
“Square barques at the back; open at the neck 
en cur; Median sleeves of the velvet, lined 
with the yellow silk; hat to match in canary 
velvet and silk, with three distinct shades in the 
feather, andatarge purple rose with foliage of 
yollow leaves, with roseberries and pear! slide 
to match the pearl buttons on the dress. Tais 
hat had a white tulle veil that passed over 
the face, and crossed at the back, and was 
brought forward and tied in a loose knot under 
the chin. it was an importation from Madame 
Virdat. The shoes which accompanied this 
costume are a Louis XIV. shade, to be worn with 
a silk stocking to match in color and elegance. 
They ere embroidered with purple and decorated 
with Fenelon bows. We had aimost forgotten 
to add that the garniture was blue roses, violets, 
and smail , With a tiny chain ef yellow 
daisy running through. 
A BLUE SILK RECEPTION DRESS 
had a magnificent court train with one flounce 
bex-piasted on, and another kuife-plaited 
kilting. Above this were a fall of lace applique 
and a chain of feather trimming. There was no 
overskirt, the long back breadths forming a 
pouffe, and the elaborstion of perpendicular side 
piaitings rendering any such addition unneces- 
sary. The front breadths were trimmed with a 
succession of imife-plaited flounces, and the 
Grecque corsage was finished with the lace 
applique and the featber trimming.

trimmed in the most elaborate menner with jets 
in patterns. It was one of the most elegant 
dresses, and had two waiste—one high and ons 


decollete. 
A WALKING SUIT 
of black velvet and silk was very elegant and at- 
tractive. It was composed one- of the vel- 
vet, and one-half of the silk, the waist being of 
velvet and the sleeves of silk. The flounces were 
of velvet, also the pockets. It was tufally 
made, and finished in the latest style of toilette 
culture. 
ANOTHER EVENING DRESS 
was of delicate blue ailk. The train of this was 
finished witha succession of knife-plaitings, 
four in number, which were about 3 inches in 
width. Above this was ruffle, 84¢ inches wide, of 
the silk, the centre of which was gathered in 
seven half-inch shirrs, aud the top finished by 
another standing rufiie, These es Were ex- 
quisitely finished with pipiogs and biudings. 
The train of this dress was caught up en 
pouffe. The side widths were finish in 
curved trimmings similar to thas on the 
bottom of the skirt, sweeping gracefully from 
waist to hem. Tbe box-plaitings were on the 
outside edges, with shirrs and ruffles between, 
making a graduated trimming, about 6 inches at 
the waist and 2 atthe hem. An apron covered 
the front, deep and pointed. This had a broad 
band of blue ostrich-feathers ali round it, while 
beneath it was a G-ioch deep fringe of crimped 
silk-tape, finishing the whole. Bows were also 
placed down one side of the exirt. The waist of 
tue dress was a still diferent and more complicat 
ed form of basque, She fringe and trimming 
passed allaround it. The nec« had a curiously 
plaited trimming, inside of which was a ruff of 
point-applique, and below which passed a band 
of the feather-trimming. The sieeves were 
rather wide, with broad cuffs of the silk finished 
with lace and feathers, aud e@ charming, mdes- 
eribable bow of silk. 
Still another dress was 
AN ELEGANT WHITE SILK, 
which hadadeep fiounce on the train, edged 
with a charmmg white embioidered lace, 
with a standing rufile of the same at 
ite heal. ‘This tram was caught up en 
poufe, with the Watteaupiat failing 
below. The new triple-apron composed the 
tablier of this dress. Each apron was tinished 
with the elegant lace described above, edged 
with a garlaud of wild flowers. These dowes 
caught up the pouffe, and were trailed and fes- 
tooued with the wide sash which completed it. 
The basque was plainer in design, but was so el- 
gantiy trimmed wich bands of the lace, finished 
with garlands of flowers, that it appeared to be 
more claborate than some of those which were 
in reality more intricate. The sleeves bad 
double frills of the lace trimmed with gariands, 
and uny boquets fastened the front. 
A LAVENDER SILK, 
the color our grandmotners wore, and which we 
are showing the good taste to resume, was richly 
trimmed with the finest Valenciennes lace, and 
sumptuous box-plaitings passed around the 
edge of the skirt, while above it was a wide plait- 
ing. This dress had two puffs im the back. 
Passing around the entire skirt, above the plait- 
ings was, the trimming of Vaieaciennes. This 
cousisted of insertion, 2 inches’ wide, 
with three rows of expensive wide lace 
on both sides, slightly gathered. At the 
top of this was alace an inch ands haif wide, 
while the ruffle atthe bottom of it was three 
inches in width ‘his formed the rarest and 
most perfect lace trimming, and was applied to 
the dress like a brvuad band. Jo similar rows 
of trimming were placed semicircularly on the 
front, as if descending a double apron. The 
waist was trimmed to match the skirt, with a 
collar lined with pink satin. Broad sashes 
caught uo the puffs, and were of the silk also 
lined with pink satio, addiag just the requisite 
tinge of color, which seemed desirable to 
heighten the otherwise rather too pale and life- 
less tint of the lavender. 
Turning from the evening dresses we find our- 
selves admiring, in the firsé place, 
A LOVELY DRESS OF TWO SHADES 
of brown, or rather the darker shade a tint be- 
tween a cedre and a chocolate; the lighter tint a 
hue approaching ecru, but with rosy lights in it. 
The dress was of the darker shade, finished on 
the bottom with a wile, gathered ;uiile, 
by bands of folds, above which was placed a 
sueil-trimming of the twe shades of silk, the 
lighter being lined with the darker, so that 
each pale shell showed its more intense lining 
with striking artistic effect. The front breadth 
was gathered into a loose puff which draped in 
graceful folds, and formed the tablier. At each 
side of this were parrower shelis from belt to 
skirt, finishing the shirrs, which made the draped 
tabiier. A second flounce on the train was fin- 
ished with pipings, and sheiltrimming. These 
were of the hght silkon the dark, with the 
pipings and bindings of both shades. Three 
bows covered the entire side-widths. These 
were of the full width of the silk. and 
the upper one was about 12 inches broad, 
the middle one 15 inches, and the bottom one 18 
inches. ‘The knots which fastened these bows 
were of twisted bands of both colors. An over- 
skirt passed from one side of the tablier to the 
otuer, and was formed of «a succession of 
graduated points, both in width and iengtb. 
These were all cut separately, and were finished 
with triple — all shades, ‘These were 
then fasieve:

hem. The basque of the darker shade was 
trimmed like the skirt with the lighter. A series 
of wregular parallelograms,to mated as nearly as 
possible the unique overskirt, formed a collar. 
ihese were of the dark silks, but piped with the 
light shade. The square postillion was trimmed 
with bows and long-twisted, fastened ends, of 
the two tints. The front had similar bows of 
lesser size, and embroidered buttons to fasten it. 
Cuffs of light silk finished the sleeves, with 
triple plaitings of crepe-lisse and Valenciennes 
ruffles. The same gossamer fabrics finished it 
at the neck. 
fHE TRAVELING-DRESS 
which Mrs. Grant, nee Honore, wore when she 
left for her bridal towr, merita especial descrip- 
tion, from its quiet elegance. ‘While composed 
ef a combination of the richest materials, these 
were so judiciously selected and arranged as to 
prevent any undue notice being attracted te the 
dress. The color was that which is knownto us 
as pain-brule, and the shadings in it were pro- 
duced by a difference in the materials, instead 
of the tints. The underskirt was of 
gros-grain silk, and had a knife-plaiting about 7 
inches deep on the ekirt, with a double beadiag, 
aod surmounting a narrower knife-plaiting. The 
overdress, which was a polonaise, was of camel’s 
hair matilusse, anew material. A plastron of 
velvet on the front narrowed to about 6 inches 
at the waist, and then widened toward the hem. 
This was tinished on each side with gray ostrich- 
feather trimming. A band of velvet and 
the feather trimming passed ali aroubd 
the skirt, while a facing of velvet was 
inserted at the back, and the whole gracefully 
looped. The sleeves had deep velvet cuffs, 
which were also trimmed with the feathers. A 
jacket, which was a modification of the English 
walking-jacket, made this an exceedingly warm 
costume. ‘his had velvet pockets on the sides 
and deep mousquetaire cuffs, with revers on the 
front. These were of velvet, and the whole was 
tinished with the ostrich-bands. A maff to match 
made of the cloth, with velvet facingsand ostrich- 
bands, finished with a bow and long ends of gros- 
grain ribbon, looked comfortable for the coming 
winter. The hat—of finest felt—had gray ostricn- 
tips and a wing at the side with a faint suspicion 
of color. The face-trimmings were pale biue, 
with a tiny bunch of gray feathers. 
A superb suit of 
PRUNE-COLORED VELVET 
had the lower skirt trimmed with a wide box- 
plaiting flounce, lined and faced with lilac, which 
was visible at the top. Velvet folds finished the 
side with facings of lilac. The overgarment was 
cut m Watteau fashion, with the lilac lining 
showing at the plaits. The front exhibited a sort 
of vest of the lilac satin, while the sleeves were 
turned up with the same debcately-tinted fac- 
ings.

The 
basque of this was wimmed tomatch, with knife- 
plaitings on theedge. anda roliimg eoilar, also 
exbibiung the two tints. 
A TURQUOISE BLUE SILK 
was elaborately embroidered by bandin wreaths 
of coral sprays and delicate blossoms. This ele 
gant garpitue had a decorated skirt, apron, and 
basque. It quite defied description, so unique 
were its drapings. 
A dark, metai-colored silk, intended for driv- 
ing or a small reception, had linings and fac 
of pale blue.

There were onal p and perpendicular 
puffiugs, and puffings, apd lace iv- 
sertings, and embroidery inserti fine 
tucks and skirts, and elaborate fri . There 
were a8 many short saiking-skirte with fluted 
ruffles, and a rich amount arpiture, and ai! 
the garments we have mentioned were duplicated 
by the dozen. It took a laundry three weeks to 
turn them out in a high state of gloss and finish, 
and then the satin linings were to insert; the 
ribbon cerise and the ribbon cie] was to be run in 
and out the delicate meshes of lace and em- 
broidery, in the track of a silver bodkin, and 
they were packed away in the new Saratoga, per- 
fumed and initialed. and serenely unconscious, in 
their inanimate glory, that they were to tcail 
their splendors at au Amorican court. 

THE FOOT-WEAR. 

Thoss worn during the evening were of white 
satin, laced on the inside. Those for traveling 
were of Prussian kid, made to measure, and ex- 
quisitely fitting. The toes were rounded. and 
slightly turned up, according to the new En- 
glisb manufacture. There were some very daintv 
morocco boots, stitched iu fancy colors, and sev- 
eral pairs of opera slippers aod sandals, lined 
with red or blue silk, and ornamented with fan- 
cy roseties. There were several pairs of even- 
ing boots to match dresses, they were all 
pretty mignon affairs, not larger than the palm 
of a 6-year-old’s hand, and with a saucy arch to 
the jaunty insiep.

the world at larze, by force of earns. Under bis 
guidance, the Matvreritee, or Mucker, as they 
were nickoamed by their opponents, carefuily 
armed themselves, and stored up abandanca of 
ammunition. It was not upfil these prelimina- 
ries were thoroughly complete that they declared 
in the course of last Juste their solemn purpose, 
and summoned the nearest of the settlers 
to jom the new Chuseh forthwith. Attempts at 
eniorced couversioa of course produced violent 
opposition, and this was repaid by the Maurer- 
ites with open piunder and ill-usage as well as 
by threats of death. As they numbered, includ- 
the women who bore arms, a devermined band of 
over iifty aduits, there was no hope in the indi- 
vidual resistauce of scattered settlers ; and in a 
few days the unconverted inhabitants of the dis- 
trict were all seeking shelter in Porto Alegre, 
while their homesteads were stripped and laid 
waste by the orders of the prophetess. Volun- 
teers were now eprolled to the number of one or 
two companies, but it was thought better to wait 
for the arrival of the Government troops who 
were asked for, than to attempt an advance itito 
the bush una*ded : for the fanatics were familiar 
with the ground, and were koownto be better 
armed than ther adversaries, and prepared for a 
dexperate defcnse. 

In July the expected forces came provided 
with field-guns and rockets, and a general ad- 
vance was made, but apparently with extreme 
caution. By the 18th, however, the fanatics were 
driven in on a position they bad carefully in- 
trenched round a large house, of which they had 
formed a keep. The light guns, as well as the 
rockets, entirely failed to dislodge them, and it 
was ooly after a very prolonged skirmishing that 
the worke were carried with a rush. The de- 
fenders then fell back on their keep, and, when 
this was fired, escaped from it, with some loss, 
into the bush behind, in which they had secretly 
prepared another strong position. For the time 
it was not thonght well to follow them to their 
new fastness. In reconnoitering it on 
the 2ist and 26th there were two more 
severe skirmishes; and, though in each of 
these Maurer’s followers had the. advantage, the 
German volunteers being on one occasion aban- 
doned by the troops who should have supported 
them, the pumbere of the sect had now been 
gradually worn down by repeated casualties. 
One prisoner was taken who revealed the fact 
that fewer than twenty of the desperate band 
were left. On the 2d of August their last strong- 
hold was surrounded, and carried by overwhelm- 
ing pumbers, though with considerable loss to 
the assailants. The demand made peavreney 
that the Maurerites should lay down their arms 
was cternly rejected, and they died fighting to 
the very last, the prophetess herself being ac- 
tually bayoneted through the body of 
ene of her devoted followers, who was 
striving to acreen her, while she encouraged the 
rest vot toyield.

The list of au- 
thors of works of fiction might be doubled, and 
all the copies duplicated, and yet the supply 
would fall far short of the demand. There will 
be those who will object that the Library fur- 
nishes an opportunity for young persons and 
others to obtain inferior novels. If the reading 
of thie clase of fiction involved a substitution of 
that kind of reading for other and more sub- 
stantial and instructive, it might be considered 
uofortunate. But this is rarely the case. Those 
who draw novels from the Library are not those 
who abandon the reading of other books, but 
are mainly those who have no books at all 
to read. It would be better perhaps if these 
persous selected some other class of books, but 
reading novels cannot be so pernicious as spend- 
ing the time used for that purpose in reading 
nothing at all, andin running the gauntlet of 
vemptationsa which fill up the unoccupied time of 
every person. It is better that boys and young 
men take books of fiction to read during even- 
ings at their homes, than spend their evenings 
in the street or in saloons; and it is better for 
the young women to be reading novels at home 
than be out at night in company with the boys 
and young men who have no taste for reading 
books at home.

Upon his trial he asked the privilege, which 
was accorded him, of inaking a statement to tae 
Court, and then detailed the circumstances of 
the commission oi bis crime, a coufersion which 
bis counsel, when he was wiedin this country, 
would not permit bim to make. His story was, 
in substance, as follows: 

On the faia!l 3d of May, 1873, at about 10 o’clock 
in the furenoon, he weut in from the fieid, where 
he had been spreading mauure, to the house to 
obtain a lunch, wuich Mrs. Westcott bad beea 
in the habit of giving him after his four hours 
of hard morning work. In the paniry be en- 
countered Etta Conklivg and asied ver for some- 
thing to eat. She refased to give bim apy- 
thing, saying she had nothing for iim, and with- 
out taking any further notice of his hungry con- 
dition, went on about her work, going out to the 
well for a pail of water and returning with it to 
the kitchen. He reiterated his request for some- 
thing to eat, and received a second refusal, 
whereupon he vowed he would not go out to the 
field again without his lunch. Etta seized a 
poker lying upon the bearth, eaying she wwuld 
put bim out if he did not goof his own accord, 
as she wanted him to take his dirty boots out of 
her kitchen. He persisted in his refusal to go, 
and warved her not to strike him with the poker. 
She rejoined that she was vot afraid of him, and 
dealt him avioleut blow upon the shoulder. 
He snatched the poker from ber and threw it 
down upow the hearth, whereupon she seized 
bim by bis huir and tried to drag him from the 
kitchen, A desperate struggle ensued between 
them, each tearing at the ocher’s hair, and both 
exchanging savage blows wiih their fists. Dur- 
ing this couflict they got near to the door of the 
tool chamber—ciose tc which. on a bench, lay 
three large knives. Etta, perceiving the kives, 
endeavored to seize one of them. He, in striving 
80 —_ her doing so,’pushed ber back, and in 
so doing upset the bench, throwiag the knives 
upon the floor. A violent coutest now ensued 
for the possession of one of the deadly weapons. 
Eggier finally succeeded in clutching a knife. At 
this moment he received a blow from Etta’s 
clenched hand upon his nose, which set that 
organ bleeding and infuriated Lim. . In his rage 
he struck the girl with the knife. She stooped, 
as be supposed, to pick up another knife, and, in 
the unconscious furyand desperation of the mo- 
ment, he again and again plunged his knife into 
her body—not seeing where he struck, not think- 
ing whether he was murdering ber or pot. As 
ove mad thrust plunged the biade up to it’s hilt 
in her breast she suuk tothe floor, gasping : ** I’m 
dead.” In an instant the horror of the deed which 
he had done overpowered him, He sunk upon his 
knees, calling her by name, trying to rae her, 
looking vainly for some sign of life. She was be- 
a ay dead, mangled hide cusly,a gory corpse.

Completion of the Last Link in the Bal- 
timore & Ohio Route to Chicago. 


The forces of the Michigan Central, massed 
near Lake Staiion to prevent the Baltimore & 
Ohio from crossing its track at that point, have 
to the militia sent by Gov. 
Hendricks to aid the Sheriff in enforcing the 
laws. The crossing has been made without 


| shedding a single drop of biood, although it 


looked for a long time yesterday morning as if 


barricades occupied by the Michigan Central 
fortes could be stormed. The Michigan Central 
people, feeling the responsibility they were in- 
curring, gave way to reason at the last mo- 
ment and ordered their men to surrender to the 
militia. 

When a Trrsune reporter arrived at the 
grounds yesterday morning at 6 o'clock, the sit- 
uation remained unchanged from what.it had 
been the day before. There were still about 
1,000 Michigan Central men 

GUARDING THE CROSSING, 
most of them taking their breakfast, which they 
had prepared by tae bright burning camp-fires. 
‘The officers of the Baltimore & Obio, and the 
Sheriff and his posse, were also still on the 
ground, though they had covcentrated them- 
sulvea somevhat to the rear, and taken upa 
good defensive position in a shady grove, about 
200 feet distant from the Michigan Central track. 
No sooner did they espy the reporter 
than they rushed upou him for the “paper, 
and, after carefully reading the account of the 
previous day's proceedings, they provounced it 
a most impartial and correct statement of what 
bad beeo going on. The militia, which had been 
expected to arrive at 5 o’clock, had not yet made 
ila appearance, 

THE MEN ON BOTH SIDES 
were quite orderly, and no attempts at arrest or 
disturbance were made, each one feeling that 
matters must come to a focus with the arrival of 
the militia. At 8 o’clock a train on the Dalti- 
wore & Olio was observed coming up, and at once 
everybody was astir knowing tat, as no 
regular irains were ranuing on che Baltimore & 
Olio, this must be the train with the anxiously- 
expected soldiers. As the traim came nearer 
oe United States flag was seen proudiy floaiiag 
over the evugine aud two 

UGLY-LOOKING GATLIN GUNS 
were on a platfu.rm-car in front of the locomo- 
tive, pointing directly at the Michigaa Central 
forces, who, perceiving what was going on, at 
once massed st the barricades, some crying 
‘Now the dnat will fly!” but most of them re- 
maining quet, and with folded arms awaiting 
the events to come, apparently feeling shaky 
aud uneasy at the bloody prospects abead. Tbe 
soldiers, who numbered about 150 men, alighted 
aud forwed into hve, ‘Teey were quite s motiey 
mass, Weailiug uniforms of all colors and pat- 
teros. Still they were armed with splendid 
Spring field Lieecu-loaders, the cartridges rattling 
in the ecartridge-boxes, and tneir bayon-is 
looking bright and sharp. Capt. I. B. 
Wightman was in charge of the company. 
W. Connor, Governor Hendricks’ 
Adjutant-General, was also alioag to direct 
matters in person and allow no unnecessary 
vlood to be spilied.

It was doubtless expecied 
that be would bring to the position the same 
hovesty and fearlessness that be bad always 
aimed to apply in the affairs of private life. [Ap- 
pause. } © should not offer a set 
speech, mot being prepared for it. He 
siould embrace another opportunity to 
discuss political questions more at length. 
Serious and complicated questions were before 
the American people, and i: was not to be hoped 
that they wou:d be disposed of by the present 
Congress, 60 that the Forty-fourth Congress 
would have to deal with these grave and difficult 
problems. ‘The financial condition of the coun- 
try was in @ disturbed state,—one of the evils 
resulting from war, itself an unmixed evil. 
Though there was mach commercial distress, it 
was an inevitable result of wer, against which 
no political wisdom could have provided. No 
one would contend that tbe United States Gov- 
erament would be safein departing from the 
standard of gold and miver. Congress should 
aim at specie payment at the earliest tica- 
bie or [Applauae.} If individuals were 
not ailowed to pay their debts by 
giving other notes, much less ssould the Gov- 
ernment be permitted to commit thia absurdity, 
or to pay its indebtedness by the iseue of new 
notes. Ihe fires issue was @ War measure, & 
forced loan, but no one ever heard that Congress 
had the power 12 tame of peace to issue paper as 
a legal tender, or the etandard of value. It 
would be a fearful power. which no leyisiative 
body should ever be allowed to possess. Is couid 
not now be predicted what specific measures 
would be before Congress to relieve the country 
of its financial embarrasemenia; he could not 
predict it; i¢ was too much to ex- 
péct of him. Measures should be adopt- 
ed calculated to advance the inierest 
of honest labor and toil, without referenco to the 
speculative interests. If elected, he should give 
tuese subjects lis homest, conscientious, fearices 
attention. 

Though the War was over, ite consequences 
were before the people to-day. No one now op- 
posed the provisions of the Fourteenth and 
Fifteenth Amendments, but legislation under 
them was demanded. Some legiclatioa had taken 
place, and it was an open question whether it 
was valid, or whether 1t should nos be modified 
or added to, Congress had simply prevented the 
disqualitication of voters by reason of color or 
race; it had not prescribed that there 
must be no intelligence qualification. Congress 
should protect the rights of the race so long 
downtredden, treating both white and biack 
alike. This was Republicanism. There were 
black sheep in every fuld, secular or religious ; 
but the tact that there were bad men in the Re- 
publican party was po greund for leaving it. 
Scav with is and eorrect the evils. He assumed 
that the people nominated him beeause they 
waated to elect him; he had concluded tw ac- 
cept the nomination, (Applause.) He could 
not do less; he had no right to do less. Con- 
ventions were the best judges of qualifications ; 
and, if bad men were chosen, they had no right 
to compiain. He would make ail reasonable an.i 
hone: able efforts for an election, and he hoped 
tuat those efforts would be seconded by organi- 
zation and aard work.

With 
grea. diiiculty, for i¢ is no little task to suppress 
the enibusiasm of such @ meeting, quiet was re- 
stored. Mr. Hesing then a:ose and proposed 
three cheers for Mr. Hecker, a representative 
Ge:iman. The cheer# were given with a hearti- 
ness stidom met, indicating unmistakably the 
earnestness Of the Geiman heart in its epposi- 
tion to the presents Administration, and speak- 
ing ia & YVomwe tliat cannot fail 
to be heard in favor of  thorong 
reform. When quiet had again been restored, 
Mr. Hecker took position upon the piacform, and 
spoke at length in support of the Opposition 
pacty, aod against the old oryanizatious which 
had ruled the country so long and so pvorly. 
He attacked the paper-money swindie in un- 
weasured terms, snd insisted on a speedy return 
to specie payments. 

The speaker was frequently interrupted by 
ouibursts of approval, aud, at the conclusion, 
the enthusiasm df the early part of the eveniug 
was renewed. Large numbers rushed upon the 
platform and took the hand of Mr. Hecker, and 
congratulated him upon his effort. From a gen- 
erai iuViiation, be agreed to again address the 
citizeus of the North Side during the campaizn. 

THE SIXTH WARD OPPOSITION. 

Politics, bunmers, whisky, and lager-beer got 
away with the Sixth Ward in Bridgeport last 
night. The Workingmen’s Club of the Opposi- 
tion party in this ward called a meeting for last 
night at Haley's Hall. At the hour of 8 o'clock 
the roughs began to assemble, and before 9 
o’clock a crowd of about 200 men, composed of 
Germans and Irish, had congregated. At the 
primary election last Wednesday, Michael 
Schmitz, the present Alderman from the Sixth 
Ward, was again put in nomination for that posi- 
tion. A German named Sommers was also a candi- 
date, and when it was discovered that Schmitz was 
chosen, Sommers’ friends claimed that the pri- 
mary was a fraud ; that there were more voies 
cast thao vovers in the ward, and thereupon Mr. 
Sommers was announced asthe iudependent 
candidate for Alderman by the so-called work- 
ingmen of the ward. About the same timea 
man named Stadelman announced himseif a can- 
didate with a few backers ; he also was anxious 
to represent the ward. The meeting last night 
was calied in the interest of Sommers. ‘The 
Schmitz men, however, were on hand, backed 
by a Bridgeporter pamed Fox. After 
consultation among the friends of Sommers and 
Schmitz,—both parties claiming the control of 
the meeting,—Mr. James Moniieid, a Sommers 
man, assumed the chair and called the meeting 
toorder, and announced that a nomination for 
permaoent Chairman was in order. At this Fox, 
of the Schmitz faction, advanced to the front 
and claimed that he was the regular Chairman 
of the Sixth Ward Club, and he proposed to act 
in that capacity over tue méeting. While Fox 
was gesticulating violently, some one nominated 
Oweu Conlon, of the Sommers crowd, for Chair- 
map: the vote was taken, and Bonfield, the 
temporary Chairman, declared Conlon the per- 
manent Chairman for the evening amidst great 
excitemeot. Frank Barthy, another Sommers 
man, was chosen Secretary. This gave the Sum- 
mers men the organization. Fox raised a row 
and made a violent speech, declaring that the 
Sommers men were ali **d—d Commuuists.” 
Here he was interrupted with cries from the 
other side, * Put him out, put him out!” and 
the excitement was intense. Fox, nowever, was 
irrepressible, and drew from his capacious coat- 
pocket a document which he proclaimed to be an 
nffidavit made before “Old Banyon,” setting 
forth that two years o Sqmmers 
declined to subscribe $10 to the ‘‘ d——d_ Catho- 
lic Church” when waited upon by a committee 
for tae purpose of solicting a subscription from 
him for that Church. 

At this stage of the.proceedings David Dunn, 
a clever feilow, who can make a good speech for 
a drayman, took the floor and completely anni- 
hilated the enraged Fox. Dunn informed him 
be was not a member of the Workingmen’s 
Club, and consequently had no right to speak. 
Fox desired to know how i—\long' he 
was going to ess the meeting, and 
was answered by Duon that be (Dunn) 
commenced speaking last Saturday night ; thar 
be did not get through on that occasion, and 
would not until after election. 

The crowd evidently desired Dunn to keep the 
floor, as evidenced by the applause with which 
bis remarks were receiyed, while those of Fox 
were met with hisses. 

At the close of David Dunn’s remarks, Ed- 
mund Dunn, another Sommers man, moved that, 
as the hail would not accommodate the crowd, 
that they adjourn to the corner of Sanger 
street and Archer aveaue. His motion 
carried, and the larger portion of 
the audience followed the Sommers men. 
This left the ball to the Schmitz men, and 
Fox then read his affidavit, and followed ic up 
with a violent and proiane speech, until finally 
the meeting broke up, and they joined the main 
crowd at Sanger street. On arriving there, the 
Sommers mén were found around the bar takiag 
in loads of whisky and lager beer. After fifteen 
kegs of beer had been disposed of, the meet- 
ing was calied to order, and Edmund 
Dunn made a lergthy speech in favor 
of Sommers. e was followed by 
a one-armed Constable.—-who wears a 
brass earring in the left ear,—named Conley. 
He di some of the followers of Stadel- 
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that Aldermanic candidate, 


for $500. 

Whew Conley had bad his say, Staielman, who 
was present, aud heard the charge made against 
him by the Oonstable, mounted a chair, aud, 
peeling off his coat, rotled up his shirt sleeves, 
aod waiked into that gentleman in a lively man- 
ner, and informed him in language well under- 
stood to the Bridgeporters that he was a liar, 
and that but for the fact that he was @ cripple he 
would bave murdered him long ago. 

At this juncture of the disgraceful proceed- 
ings the stove was knocked over, and bere the

nally, the stove, being sober, was placed upoa 
its feet, and then Col. Leary mounted @ chair 
and attempted to pour oil upon the troubled 
water by informing tire mob that a TRIBUNE re- 
porter was present, and shat thie mornivg’s pa- 
per would — their disgraceful proceedings 
to the public, and that he was ashamed of them.

THE ASBOCIATED PRESS AGENT INVESTIGATES CER- 
TAIN OUTRAGE REPORTS. 

New Orteans, La., Oct. 20.—Great appre- 
heusions and serious alarm were the terms used 
by Comservative politicians here yesterday as 
indicating the present condition of the people of 
the entire State. From Shieveport contes an- 
other batch of ‘‘ grave apprehensions and 
serious alarm for the safety of the women and 
children,” ‘‘a reign of terror.” ete., and Bayou 
Sara and St. Martineville rendered feeble assist. 
ance. With a view of gathering information 
on the subject of the wholesale arrests 
which it is enmged the Federal officers 
were about making, and which had produced 
the effect stated above, on the opporing politi- 
cal mind, the agens of the Associated Press 
called on Gov. Kellogg atid Marsual Packard to- 
day, and telegraphed clsewhere, witli the resalts 
givep below. Gov. Keliogg stated that he had 
heard but httle of these matiera, that he could 
give a0 information on the subject of arrests, 
but toought they had beeu gieatiy exaggerated. 
The Governor expressed his desire for a peace- 
ful and fait election, and is éxeting him- 
self to that end. Regarding the ‘* wnolesale 
arrests,” Marshal Paexard stated that affidavits 
bad been made against some thirty persons 
charged with participation in the Ooushasta on'- 
rage, but be has not heard that sny arrests Lave 
been made. When arre-ted, these parties will 
Le taken before a United States court tor prelim- 
inary @Xamivation, aud cannot be removed from 
the parish unless sent before a United Scates court. 

‘There are indictments against txenty-five or 
one hundred persons mm Grant Parsh on ac 
count of participating in the Colfax marsacre, 
but the Deputy Marshals are iuetructed nos to 
take any one out of the parishes until after 
election. The Marshal thinks it possible tha: a 
few rascals may be frightened away, bat no 
hobest citizen will be molested, nor have they 
anything to fear.

RAILROAD NEWS. 


Decision in the Case of the Rock- 
ford & Liock Island, 


Bill Against the Peoria & Rock Island 
Road. 


THE PEORIA & ROCK ISLAND RAIL- 
ROAD COMPANY. 

The present year seems to be a bad year for 
railroad companies, and yesterday another one 
found ite way into the courts to have its affairs 
wound up. This time it is the Peoria & Rock 
Island Railroad Company, against whom, together 
with its officers, W. R. Hamilton, George W. 
Cable, C. L. Frost, B. E. Smith, and William 
Donnison, a bill was filed yesterday in the United 
States Circuit Court by V.G. Thomas, D.R 
Thomas, and T. B. Simpson for the purpose of 
foreclosing a trust-deed for $1,500,090 given on 
the property of the Company to secure an issue 
of bonds. Complainants state that they hold 
bonds to the amount of $21,000, that the inter- 
est is due and unpaid, and that they have no ad- 
equate security. They give a full history of the 
road, which was orgavized in 1865 undera special 
charter with the usual powers in regard to bor- 
rowing money. The bonds in question to the 
amount of $1,500,000 were given in 1869, 
and to secure them a trust-deed was ex- 
ecuted on the whole road, its rolling- 
stock ani franchises, as well as the property of 
the Coal Valley Company, with which the Rock 
Island Road bad previously consolidated. J. E, 
Thompson and C. LL. Frost were Trustees. 
Complainants state that the bonds were put on 
the market by Turner brothers, of New York, 
under certain rossate representations which 
secured a sale at prices much above their 
actual value. The road, it is alleged, was 
not completed at the time of the sale of 
the bonds. This mortgage was not a first 
lien on all the property, since there was 
@ previous incumbrance for $15),000 on tbe 
property of the Coal Vailey Company, which in- 
debteduess is owned by G. W. Cable, of Iowa. 
It is also alleged that the funds have been gross- 
ly misapplied ; that Sauth & Dennison, who had 
coutracted to build the road and equip it, have 
had 1,250 out of the 1,500 bonds for $1,000 each. 
The road is, in consequence of the failure of 
these parties to fuifili their contract, very badiy 
equipped, there being but five eagives and about 
luU cars, and small depots. 

The complainants aiso allege that these two 
detendants have a controlling power in the Board 
of Directors; that B. E. Smith iw also President 
ofthe Indianapolis, Bloomington & Western 
Railroad, and interested in other roads, and 
ugiog this road for the bevefit of his other lines. 
In consequence, tbe road bas run down, its prop- 
erty depreciated, the mines have been left un- 
developed. and those of other companies pre- 
ferred, until the Company's earnings will not 
pay the interest on the indebtedness. 
Complainants therefore ask that the trus'»ieed 
may be foreclosed and a Receiver appointed ; 
aad also that the defendants be restrained from 
avy further interfereuce with the Company's 
aflairs.

THE ROCEFORD, ROCK ISLAND €& ST. 
LOUIS COMPANY. 
Judges Drummond and Blodgett rendered a 


decision yesterday in the case of the Union © 


Trust Company vs.The Rockford, Rock Island & 
St. Louis Railroad Company, waich was a bili to 
foreclose a trust-deed for $9,000,000 on 
the road. The bill was dismissed on a 
demurrer, on the ground that the time 
required had not elapsed before the suit 
was brought. Subsequently, on motion 
the case was reinstated. In the meantime, how- 
ever, the State Court had obtained junediction 
in a similar proceeding, and the question was 
raised which Court had the right to go and fore- 
clo Fe. 

Judge Blodgett, who delivered the decision, 
said the question was one of great delicacy. 
The rule of law was that the court that tirst 
ac juired jurisdiction of the controversy was en- 
titled to retain jurisdiction and take possession 
of the subject matter, but it need not immediate- 
ly tase possession of tbe res., for this would 
lead to unseemly haste. The court first in 
possession will not be interfered with by another 
court while the jurisdiction is retained. It was also 


a rule that a court's powers overits Judgments } 


to set them aside or modify them, were unlimited 
during theentire term at which such judgments 
are entered. Nickerson, the complainant in the 
Henry County Circuit Court, had cognizance of 
the motion to reinstate, and also appeared on 
the argument of the demurrer. He therefore 
koew toat the Court might at any time duriog 
the July term resume its jurisdiction. This 
Court had never lost its jurisdiction, The suit 
was technically out of the records, but the Court 
hadaright to resume jurisdiction, aud Nicker- 
son could supersede this power. Nick- 
erson and the Company sesm to have 
rushed out of this Court and _ into 
the others when they cousented to the appoint- 
ment of a Receiver after resist:ng 1t in the United 
States Court. Thes3 facts tead to show that the 
proceedings in the Staze Court were not begun 
tn good faith, and hence did not come within the 
rule as laid down by the defendants. As to the 
supplemental bill, it clearly showed that the 
inchoate right mentioned in the bill had ripened 
into a perfect right, and appears germane to the 
sabject matter of the original bill, so that it 
could not be dismissed. As to a Receiver, the 
parties had virtually admitted the necessity of 
one from their allowing ove to be appointed in 
the State Court. 

Judge Drummond remarked that he coincide! 
generally in the views of. Judge Blodgett, and 
hoped no troubie would arise from the present 
decision. The only question, he said, was as to 
whether the appointment of a Receiver in the 
State Court was of such a nature as to confer 
rights which were to be protected under the 
rule ; that is, as to whether third parties had ac- 

uired rights, for Nickerson did not acquire any. 
Tne Judge said it was unpleasant to do anything 
that would cause trouble, but they felt bound to 
go according to their convictions of law, and 
hoped no trouble would ensue. 

e then asked the parties to name some party 
for Receiver, but, as none were offered, tb? ap- 
pointment was deferred nntil Saturday ne’.t.

During John Stuart Mill’s Parliamentary 
career, introduded a series of bills for the

None of these 
bills came to corte. but icis very desirable 
that the present divided state of authority and 
jurisdiction in the metropolitan district should 
give place to one municipal government. For 
this purpose the three billsof Mr. Mull have 
been taken in hand, and have been reduced to 
one measure, which provides for the extension 
of the ancient and historic corporation of the 
City of London over the whole area of tne 
metropolie.

of Britain were built, on the satisfactory wage 
of a penny a day, and, though immense, no 
mode:n lady would consent to live in one 
of them, because they were 60 utterly 
destitute of tue comforts of Ife. The reul 
wealth of Britain was in the names of her men 
of art and literature, while in Germany the 
wealth of scenery was mouopolized by the monks, 
who selected the most beautiful 5 oe of jland- 
scape as sites for monasteries. In Italy the mag- 
nificent cathedrais added to the beauty of the 
country. Those expensive specimeus of archi- 
tecture would probaoly never be repeated in this 
country, a8 they were opposed to the genius of 
our institutions. He concluded that no country 
was equai to ourown. While others had maz- 
nificent buildings, paintings, and sculpture 
that we never should bave, we sbouid 
be able some day to compete with their libraries, 
and even now were far in advance of those 
older civilizatioks in the march of universal 
education and enlightenment. The countries of 
Europe had galleries of paintings and muse- 
ums of art that could be visited by 
the payment of a shilling or a franc 
to the servant who waited upon you, but these 
creations of art had been purchased at the fear- 
ful price of poverty and superstition. The great 
cathedrals were adapted for no Christian wor- 
ship, andthe very people who thronged their 
doors were degraded aad besotted. He advo- 
cated the reading of history with an open 
map before the student. Showing the necessity 
for this habit, he instanced the battle of Water- 
loo, that could be seen at a glauce, and readily 
understood by ove who would stand, as he did, 
on @ height near by and simpiy observe the 
topography of the place.

Ia his associations with 
the people with wom he has become acquainted 
in his church and socia! relations, he has borne 
himself with personal dignity aud apparent good 
intentions. It is his misfortune, however, to be 
somewhat overfoud of appearing to advantage, 
and it is said be has expeided more money on 
dress and extravagance than bis position and in- 
come warianted. ‘The desire to make a dispiay 
is usuaily accompanied by a morbid and 
false sensitiveness, and lately, when by 
a sudden change of fortuns he lost 
bis situation and present piospects, the 
outlook was so discouraging to his mind as to 

rey deeply upon his feelings. Added to this, 

e had accumulated numerous debts, and bis 
creditors, anxious to get their money, besieged 
him with biils. 

A few davs ago he went to bis pastor and told 
him his condition, stating also that if he did not 
soon find a situation he had resolved to tale his 
own life. He was out of money, bis friends had 
deserted him, or rather did not know of his ex- 
treme want, and he bad no place even in which 
to sleep. He was perfectly disconsolate and des- 
perate. The humane geutleman,in order to provide 
him with temporary sheiter aod relief, offsred 
the use of his library-1oom in the chureb, iu 
which a lounge was placed upon which he could 
sleep ; and furtber told him he would lend him 
$5 a week until such a time as good fortune 
again smiled upon him. ‘Tunis relief was ac- 
cepted, and no more was thought of it. On en- 
tering the church on Friday morning last, at 
about 9 o’clock, the pastor found the young man 
lying asleep on the lounge. Ila his attempt 
to awaken him, he was surprised to find 
that he seemed to be in a deadly stupor, and 
breathed in such a manuver as to arouse the 
liveliest appehension. Happening to look on 
the floor, where his bat was lyiny, a solution of 
the mistery was at once disclosed. The bat 
contained two empty bottles labled laudanum. 
A physician was at once sent for, and, upon his 
arrival, the victim of his own hand was raised 
to his feet and made to walk. By dint ot 
keeping upthe exercise for several success- 
ive bours he at last regained bis senses, 
and is now doing well, though  siill 
laboring under the effects of the diug, andina 
shattered aud palsied condition. Out of kind- 
ness to this youth, who bas thus sought the last 
desperate and iguoble relief to lfe’s cares, his 
pame and the name of his pastor are withweld. 
Good advice will undoubtedly be oifered by his 
friends, but to whatever may be said, the folly 
and unmaniiness of bis act should be held up to 
Him, not as @ shame, but to bring him to a sense 
of his true condition. If he shoald reflect upon 
the real pam and suffering around him that is 
woguneesan J incurable, that must be borne, 

e would no doubt see that, with 
bealth and vigor, he is the possessor 
of tbe prime factors in life’ probiem, and has 
the least cause of any for despondency. It is 
aliaost ap indignity for such a one to assume 
that his sorrows are insupportable.

The Secretary read a 
communication fiom W. H. Lotz in anewer toa 
recominendation made by Dr. Miller some weeks 
azo in regard to the conetruction of street-cars. 
He proposes to obviate the complaint by intro- 
ducing a coke stove in each car. The stove is to 
be sus»ended underneath the centre of the car, 
and connecting with registers underneath the 
seats, Lhe Sanitarv Committee, to whom Dr. 
Miller’s recommendation was referred, reported 
that they had conferred with the car companies 
of the North and South Divisions concerning 
the use of plush cushions. The North Side 
uses no covering to the seat, and the 
South Division Company promises to substitute 
carpet in place of plush. The Sanitary Superin- 
tendent’s report shows that duripg the week 
there were 127 deaths—12 lesa than during the 
preceding week. By diseases: Consumption, 
i5 , convulsions, 14 ; entero colitis, 4; diphthe- 
ria, 6, and other diseases proportionately. Tbere 
were: Males, 67; femaies, 60; married, 33; 
single, 94; under 1 vear of age, 38. The mean 
teiuperature of the week was 48.7°. The mor- 
tality was greatest in the Fifth Ward, and light- 
estin the Second Ward. The Heaitia Officer's 
report shows that during the week 402 nuisance 
notices wore served, and 363 were abated: 54 
sewer notices served, and 60 sewer connections 
made. ‘Tuere were condemved during the 
veek 28 quarters of beef, 6 calves, 2 hogs, 
915 pounds of fresh meat, 765 pounds of corned 
beef, 450 pounds of salt pork, 2 busbels of toma- 
toes, and smalier quantities of other articles. 
The suit against Tugman, the slaaghterer, re- 
suited in bis being fined $1,000. He appealed. 
Tae slaughbter-houses of Haulon, Hough, and 
rianigan were reported as rendering without 
condensers.

SUBURBAN NEWS. 
HYDE PARK. 

The Trustees did not get a quorum Monday 
evening. As acommittee of citizens was pres- 
ent to consult with the Board on the liquor ques- 
tion, ao ioformal session was held by the three 
members present, Messrs. Faulkner, Church, 
and Bemis, to listen to the Committee. 

The Hon. H. N. Hibbard spoke first, explain- 
ing the desirs of the citizens in reference to the 
temperance question. They asked simply that 
the violators of the iiquor {laws be punished in 
the same manner as the violators of other 
laws were. There should be no discrimination. 

He was informed that not a license was in 
force in Hyde Park ; vet the proprietors of from 
fifteen to thirty saloons were running them in 
defiance to law. Since there was a lawagainst it, 
the citizens asked the ‘l'rustees to instruct their 
subo.:inates to carry out the statutes. 

Judge Waite said the citizens objected to tak- 
ing the responsibility of closing these saloons. 
lhe Board bad passed an ordinance and had the 
right to enforce it. It was their place so to do. 
ibere was no question about tae law in the mat- 
ter. Under the law of the State of Lllinois, if 
liquor was sold without license, it was a public 
nuisance, and could be closed without process of 
law, by the police. The citizens claimed that 
the saloons were open without license; that the 
sales were notorious; aud that the Board had 
duties direct in the matter. , 

Mr. C. B. Nelson said it was no credit to the 
town to have a saloon on every block. He looked 
upon it as a curse to the village, and hoped for 
reformatory action on the part of the Board. 

Mr. Hibbard thought he understood the posi- 
tion of the Trustees, and their unwillingness to 
hunt down the saloon-keepers, who were perhaps 
taeir neighbors. But the Board had a special 
responsibility, as the guardians of the interesis 
of the community. 

Mr. Faulkner, for the Board, said that the 
temperance question had been s vexed one with 
the present Board ever since it came into power. 
lt was certainly the intention, now that there 
was a iicense law, to have it put into force, 
and he thought that in a = short 
time now the licenses would be 
in the hands of those entitled to them, while the 
police would be made to look after tie others. 
There promised to be difficulty in guarding against 
unposition under the ordinance, it being discov- 
ered that names on the petitions preseuted had 
no owners in the proper districts. The Board 
wouid endeavor to do its duty tothe people in 
the matter, and as promptly as was possible. 

LAKE VIEW. 

The Board of Trustees met on Monday, the 
full Board being present.

INTERESTING CASE, 


a Mother Recovers Mer Five Children 
wader a Decree of Divorce Issued by 
a Scotch Court. 

A most interesting case, and one rarely 
equaled in the courts of this country, was de- 
ciaed ia Worcester, on Friday afternoon, by 
Chief-Justice Gray, of the Massachusetts 5u- 
preme Court. The case was founded on a writ 
of babeas corpus, brought by Mrs. Mary S. 
Symiugton, to recover the custody of her five 
minor children from their father. From the his- 
tory of the case it is developed as follows: An- 
drew James Symington was a manufacturer of 
muslins in Scotland, a maa of wealth. culture, 
and retinement, a writer for mazazines, and 
ho'ding a good social position. His wife was 
the pet nee of @ prominent physician 
in the north of scotland, and tae equai of her 
busband in social position and menial culture. 
They were married ia 14360, and for severa! vears 
the course of their mariied life ran smoothly. 
Fjve childreo were born to them, the eldest of 
whom is now 11, ani the younges: 4 vears of age. 
At leng*h Mrs. Symiagton discovered an im- 
prope: intimacy existing between her husband 
and @ nursery-maid, and an estrangement en- 
sued. After vain endeavors to rezain the faith 
of ber busbaod, sbe sought a divorce in the 
Scotch Court of Sessions. A single Judge de- 
nied her suit, but she carried it ro the full Bench. 
which, in 1871, granted her a full divorce and cus- 
tody of her cluidren, with alimony of £3800 per 
annum. Just before the issue of the decree tne 
husband fled to this country, taking the chil- 
dren with him, and leaving his counsel to 
appeal his case from the Court of Sessions to 
the House of Lords, where it is still pending. 
ibe wife was foralong time ignorant of the 
place of concealment of her husband; but, re- 
cently discovering his place of residence, sie 
came to this couniry, e@nd, by the aid of a New 
York detective, found him living with the chil- 
ireop in Williamstown, Mass. She went to 
Worcester about two weeks ago, and made appli- 
cation, through Messrs. Hoar and Verry, ber 
counsel, to the Supreme Court, for a writ of ha- 
beas corpus, to recover the custody of her cbil- 
dren under the decree of divorce in the Scotch 
court. ‘The parties were brought to Worcester, 
and, in view of the gravity of the case and the 
financial ability of the respondent to command 
ensistance in another escape, the children were 
placed in tie famuyv of Mr. Hare, keeper of the 
jal. Messrs. Siaples and Goulding appeared as 
counsei for Vir. Syming:on, and effered evidence 
(o show that the wife is nota proper custodian 

f the children. She is accused of habits 
of Opium eating and the excessive use of 
alcoho'ic «timulants, and of immorality. Many 
letters which Lave pissed between the parties 
were read in court, indicating not only the for- 
mer harmony of tueir domestic circte, but also the 
culture and refinement of tue writers. Daring 
tue read.ng Mr. Verry was too much affected to 
proceed, the Judge wept, and the throng of 
speciators was visibly aud tearfully affected. An 
atiempt was maie Ly the respondent to postpone 
the decision, in hope of a compromise, and his 
counsel suggested the placing of the cauildren ia 
the custody of President Chadbourne, of Will- 
iams Col eve, rending his attempt at settlement, 
but the wile declared that, while she would be 
delielted to have their former relations restor- 
ed, her experience »f lis promises oad been too 
pain‘al to warrant her in accedimg to his pro- 
posal. Both parties were deeply affected, and 

ifested a teuder attaciment to the children. 

\fterafuil hearing of the evidence and arya- 

mae ita, tae Cour: deciaed in favor of tae right 

of the petiti ner, aud ordered the children to be 
restored toher. Aiarge gathering of the Bar 
and 8s; ecta.ors atiended the beariag, and their 
sympathies were generally with the petitiouer. 
The case was a novel one, requiring, as it did, of 
the Court a judgment in som? maasure ou the 
tuliogs of a foreign court, and it is p ssible that 
som- points may yet bs raised wlica will reope» 
it before the full Banch.

_ Sillagain, on p. 72, we read: “Ifany man is in- 
jurel,” he isto bring his cause “ first before his own 
Bishop, then before the Metropolitan, after that before 
a Provincial Synod, and last of all before the Patriarch 
from whose judgment there lay no appeal.” In all 
these instances we have the idea of injury done to the 
appellant set forth as the essential and indisputable 
ground of the appeal. 

To the same purport we read (Gieseler Church His~ 
tory, val, 1, > So, that the Synod of Sardica (A. D. 
341) gave tO Bishop Julius of Rome the right to “ ap- 
point judges to hear the appeals,” of whom ? Of unsuc- 
cessful pr utors for heresy? No, butof * con- 
demned bishens,” that is, of persons aggrieved. 

also, Milman (Latin Christianity, vol, 1, p. 270) 
says early in the fifth century men began to be driven 
to Rome, *‘ the aggrieved for redress vs, the oppres- 
sion, the turbulent for protection vs. the leginmate 
authority of their Mishops or Metropolitans.” “ No- 
where can the origin of appeals be traced more clearly 
as arising out of the state of the Church.” Here two 
causes are assigned for appeals. But what shall we 
say of one of these? Will any member of this court 
claim that the mght of appeal should be granted to“ the 
turbulent for protection vs, legitimate authority ?” 
But there can be no other class of appellants except 
*“* the ae ° men to this latter class the Presby- 
terian Cuurch grants at of but net to 
“* the turbulent.” = ean 

[t would seem as if the abnse of the right of appeal 

t be taken as a sure token of the decline of the 
spiritual life of the Church, and of the domimance and 
oppressive exercise of ecclesiastical power, Accord. 
ingly we find Mauder making effective use of this tact 
in his portrayal of the lige of the Church during 
that period which is perhaps the darkest of her his- 
tory,—the twelfth century. He suys: ** They (appeals) 
no longer served the purpose of procuring protection 
for the weak and oppressed vs. the will ot the mighty, 
but much more of securing for arbitrary power a con- 
venient handle by which to thwart the execution of the 
laws and defeat the ends of justice, Every sentence, 
however just and lawful, could, by an arbitrary appeal 
on the part of him whose selfish interests it opposed, 
or whose sole object it was to revenge himself on an 
enemy, be either reversed, or, at least, seriously retard- 
ed in ite execution.” 

Now, let me be particular to put in here a disclaimer, 
and say that I do not quote this passage with any view 
at au of reflecting upon the motives of the prosecator 
in this case, I quote it oniy for the purpose 
of showing that you would be taking dangerous action 
if you allowed ap appeal in this insta for it would 
be conferring a privilege in defiance law, of prec- 
edens, of history, aud of justice, 

THE SCOTCH CHURCH. 

The ancient Scottish Church took good care te guard 
the right of appeal. it invested only an injured perty 
with 7 By the Assembly of 153l—neariy 300 years 
ago, alld more (4san sixty years before the Westminster 
Assemmbiy—it declared that “appeals are properly 
made from definitive sentences, but they are likewisa 
made from interiocutory sentences, where they contain 
such damage to the party whereof no reparation can be 
expected from tbe definitive sentence that is to ensue.” 
I quote from Stewart's Collections (p. 231), an old and 
curious volume published in 1770. Nothing can be 
more plain than that the provision of the law of ap 
in the Old Kirk ef Sootland, from which I have 
quoted, presumes and intends that the appellant 
be only an injured party. 

The Scottish law, like our own, is colored throughout 
by the idea of personal injury inflicted as being 
the ground of appeal, That is the underiying basis 
of the right of appeal, “Ail persons lesed (damaged) 
by the procedure of sentepee of a kirk session may 
appeal to the Presbytery.” “If, on trial of the pro- 
cess, the Presbytery find the session hath unwarranta- 
bly proceeded in inflicting the sentence withont a suili- 
cient cause, and thereby the appellant lesed (suffer 
injury), the Presbytery is not only to assoilzie (acquit) 
the appellant, but to take such ways as may be proper 
and eifectual to vindicate the appeliant’s innocency,. 
And there is much more in the law to the same effect, 
but not a word nor a syllable contrary to what I have 
quoted, There cannot be found a clause ora word 
that lends any countenance whatever to the doctrine 
that an unaggrieved party, an unwronged prosecutor, 
may pursue an accuitted defendant through all the 
courta of the Church from the lowest to the highest. 
And this provision of the law is right; it is essen- 
tiaily just; the practice of the Church in every age 
vindicates the wisdom and justice of the law. iI 
mean no reflection upon the metives or character of 
Prof, Patton when I say that it cannot comduce to the 
interest of justice, or to the welfare of the Oburch, 
either as regards the purity of ber doctrine or the 
spiritual beauty and fruitfuiness of her iife, that he 
should longer Le permitted to beer the ollice of a prose- 
cutor im this case. Heis human, likethe rest of us, 
And where one has emberked on a diflicult and peril- 
ous undertakingon his own re#rousibility, taking 
counsel oniy of hia own judgment, and per- 
haps disregarding the remoustrances of friends, it is 
simply human that Le should desire to succeed, just as 
@® matter of persoual achievement, and quite apart 
from a consideration of the great interests involved, 
though there may be a-sincere conceru for these. It 
is 8 wise and witty saying of George Eliot, that ** one’s 
self-satisfaction is em untaxed kind of property which 
itis very unpleasant to find depreciated.” None of 
us like to have our opinions diseredited. We do not 
like to abandon any undertaking upon which we exter 
before we achieve compicte success, We neeessarily 
roske s percomal maticr of it, Our feedings become 
enlisted, our passions are aroused by opposition, and 
often to a degree of which we are quite unconscious. 
“Sentonte is used only forthe dvclaration of judg- 
ment againsé one convicted Of a crime,”-—, Webater s 
Dictionary.) 

These considerations serve to show how wize is that 
provision of our law which requires that a prosecutor 

vacates his office as a prosecutor when once a verdict 
of acquittal hes Leen entered in favor of the defend- 
ant. It is in mercy to him, as well as to his wonid-be 
victim, that the law commands that the pursuit shall 
cease. And certainly, as regards this painful case, 
the ends of justice can best ve reached by removing 
the review of is ag eifectualiy as possibie from ail per- 
sonal influences which evoke partisanship, and frum 
ali personal prejudices and passions whicn cloud the 
judgment, and render a fair review and a just decision 
impossible, It were well to make this examination 
whoily impersonal. So it may be made. The original 
defendant, partly for the purpose of obtaining pe- 
sonal relief from a etrife excecdingly distesieful to 
him, and partly from a desire to prevent, if possible, 
hurtful and dangerous asperities of feeling in the 
Church, has withdrawn abeolutely from our jurisdic- 
tion, We may say that he is stiliim ibe Chureb, and 
s0 we might say it if be were dead, But, so far as our 
ability to exercise ecclesiastical control over bim is 
concerned, he is as effectuaily removed from we as if 
he were dead. If he had ecoumitted suicide in the face 
of this pending prosecution, and as a menus of savoid- 
ing it, you might declare that action, so far as it con- 
tempiated an escape from the Presbyterian Church, was 
irregular, contumacious, unconstitutional, and, there- 
fore, mull, avd you might proceed to try him ail 
the same as if he had not committed hari-Kari, and try 
bim for the reasou so Often and se eloquentiy insisi- 
ed on by Mr. Bagnet, that “ discipline must be main- 
tained.” But reaily would it be wise to do so? And 
80, now, isn’t it betier to treat him es if he were no 
longer amenable’ to us? As if, ecclesiasticaliy, he 
were dead to us 7? 

Is it not better to acknowledge that we have no juris- 
diction over him than to attempt, by some futile exer- 
cise of the fancy, to take jurisdiction, and proceed to 
try him again? The attempt to do so, in the present 
circumstances of the case, wouid certainly have the 
appearance, before the general pubic, of a design on 
the part of @ high Church judicatory rather to de- 
grade and disgrace an individual, than to vindicate 
the purity of the Church. It if not enough that this 
body ehould be free from all personal and improper 
motives, but they should also be careful toobey the 
apostolic injunction and avoid even ** the appearance of 
evil,” Such a course wili aecredit the Curistian char- 
acter of this body before the worid, and will relieve it 
of any aspersion upon its motives. li will aiso, I 
doubt not, quite as effectually suvserve the cause of 
truth, and tue purity and weifare of the Church. 

THE BARNES CASE. 

Is it said that “‘ justice must be done though the heav- 
ens fall”? This is exactly that for which I ain pleading. 
Justice requires that we shouid haves reverent regard 
for the righta of others,and a determination to preserve 
them on all occasions sacred aad inviolate. But jus- 
tice can never Consent that a man should be twice 
placed im jeopardy for the same  ofifense. 
There is not a lawyer in this Synod, nor out of it, who 
would so far compromise his professional standing as 
to claim that Prof, Swing may justly be prosecuted 
again and for the very same public offense on which 
he has once been prosecuted and honorably acquitted. 
But it is said that the opinions of lawyers and the 
ueages of civil courts cannot be sdmitted as authority 
in this body ? Weill, then, I beg to refer you again to 
that decision of the Assembly in the Barnes case, to 
which I have already called attention. 

That decision, in its obvious spirit, forbids the plac- 
ing of Prof. Swing again on trial, and especially since 
im fact the prisoner has escaped. the prose- 
cutor, then, to withdraw his and let the 
churches have rest from this distracting and desolating 
strife. Wisely spoke the Zvangeiist, in its issue of June 
18, when it seid thatthe continuance of this process 
cowd ble result sufii- 
cient to i which 
must inevitably follow the prosecution of 
appeal. There is work enough to be done in 
our own and other lands to absorbthe undivided en- 
ergies of ali portions of the Church without having 
them frittered away in controversial discussions, pro- 
ductive only of alienations and divisions.” We de 
plored the opening of this conflict, and we shall still 
more deeply, because unavailingly, deplore its continu- 
ance if you decide that it must go on, Our 
churches have had sorrowful proof that’ the begin- 
ning of strife is indeed as when one letteth out water.’’ 
Alithe more earnestly, therefore, do we pray you to 
“leave off contention before it be meddled with.” 

And now, Mr. Moderator, I shall tax your patiencs, 
and tite patience of this body, but a few moments more. 
I have argued, and, as I think, have conciu- 
sively proved, it by mo countenance of 
law or precedent of justice that the prosecutor comes 
before you and asks you te sliow bim still further to 
pursue tire defendant in this case. My in- 
tense convictions bave been wrought into this argu- 
ment. I have sought only that which is orderly, 
legal, right, and just. If anybody supposes that I 
have been laboring to protect the Presbytery, whom it 
is my great honor to represent, from meeting all just 

bility for their action he is mistaken 
This Presbytery, sir, are more than 
their proceedings in this ease inv 
sire that the Synod shall make the f 
their actions. And lam profoup(ly; convinced 
as the conduct of th\s inquiry by the way of “ ge 
review and control” is now the oniy legal way in 
whieh iicam be carried on, so it is the best way. 
Everything can be accomplished by this method which 
can be reasonably desired, And, even if this were not 
the case, there is no help for it now, except by the 
revolutionary and destructive remedy of setting aside 
the law and precedents applicable to the case. If we 
have dome anything in an irregular or disorderly man- 
net, 68 % we have otherwise conducted ourselves un- 


ust 


becomingly, or if we bave given s decirion contrary 
to truth and righ‘eousness, you cam readily ascertain 
thees by review, 6nd, if you Sind thom 
it will be your prerogative to rebuke us. And here 
may say, sir, that if you do rebuke us, we shall loyally 
submit, We have done our duty, as we understood 
it, in the fear of God, and as we sball an- 
to Him. Hence a censure, if it is visited upon us, will 
be inflicted because we have dome what we understood 
to be our duty, and therefore it will net be likely to 
make any sore places in Our hearts. 

THE SENTENCE IRREVERSIBLE, 

There is, I presume, no occasion for desiring the 
power to reverse the judgment of the Presbytery, even 
if that power couid now be secured in any legal man- 
ner, Toreverse that judgment can never, I take it, 
be done by any judicatory of the Church. Onygrounds 
of evidence, D© power On earth can ever reverse that 
verdict. Either Prof. Swing is an orthodox man in a 
sense so true and full as to give him a complete title to 
a place in the Church, or else ho isa liar. This iw the 
plain and unavoidable alternative; and between these 
two things every man must choose. If he is adjudged 
to be orthodox, the party so judging obviously canuot 
condemn him. If he is adjudged to bea liar, even 
then he caunot be condemned on this indictment, be- 
cause this view assumes that there are statements in 
his published writings whieh make bis avowal before 
the Presbytery of am evangelical creed false, or else 
the avowed creed makes the statements in the publish- 
ed writings false. Now no man can judge between these 
alleged contradictions, Only Omniscience can tell which 
one of these two classes of avowale—the alleged heret- 
ical or the alleged orthodox one—reflects his true senti- 
ments. Between these two, and, as it is claimed, con- 
tradactory utterances, clearly no proof of beresy can be 
made out; in Pr Church, 
it won't do clear 
and uumistakabie proof of guilt, Hence, for this 
reason, to meniion ne others, 1 do not suppose that 
the power to reverse the decision of the Presbytery 
can be desired by amy reasonable persons. All that 
will be desired by suck persons will be the opportunity 
to have a free, fair, and fraternal examinetion of the 
case, with a view toa wise treatment and just settle 
ment of it. This ie what the Presbytery of Chicago 
desires. A spirit of considerate kindnees, and a centin- 
ual exercise of that “charity which thinketh n® evil,” 
will find a way out of all encompassing perpiexities, 
and secure a happy deliverance from all threatening 
perils, Itis atime for moderation, for calm delib- 
eration, for Christian forbearance, bui not for judicial 
processes and jyidicial rigor. 

Brethren of the Synod, if any of you have come to 
this city thinking that we are enemies of the truth and 
of the Church, we assure you that we are friends, 
loving the same church which you claim to love, and 
loving it, if not as “ wisely,” yet at least as “ well,” 
We shall be able toshow you, if you will believe us, 
that, if you are Hebrews, so are we; if you are Israel- 
ites, #0 are we ; if you are the seed of Abraham, #0 are 
we also. 

Thanking you for your patient attention, I now ask 
that you wil adopt the minority report now before 
you, and thereby diamiss this appeal. 

PROP, PATTON. 

Prof. Patton occupied an hour in anawering 
Mr. Noyes, claiming that he was an aggrieved 
party, and therefore had the right to appeal, 
and quoting from ecclesiastical law-books to 
substantiate his aseertions. 

The Synod then took a recess until half-past 2 
o'clock. 

AFTERNOON SESSION, 

The Moderator ealled the Synod to order at 

the appvlnted bour. 

MR. TROWBRIDGSB 
said that Mr. Patton’s argument lacked the ele- 
ment of strength. In his opinion, there was 
nothing valid to sustaim the appeal. 

Mr. Moore considered that evuough time had 
been wasted in debate, and moved the previous 
question, which prevailed. 

The majority report of the Judicial Committee 
was then adopted. 

It was moved to appoint a committee to bring 
in the finding of the Court, with its reasons, or 
a minute upoa the subject of complaint. 

A CALL FOR BESOLUTIONS. 

Mr. Crawford asked whether some one had 
not resolutions to offer on the subject. 

The Moderator suggested that any one having 
a resolution on hand had better report to the 
Committee, which he would appoint as follows : 
The Rev. Messrs. Findley, Gunn, and Dixon, 
and Elders Williams and McKiniry. 

THE RECORDS. 

The following report was then presented by 
Mr. Crawford : 

The Committee on the Records of the Presbytery of 
Caicago beg leave to recommend the following resvuiu- 
tion : 

‘ Resolved, That the records of the Pres‘yytery of 
Chicago be approved, it being understood that the 
Synod Lere expresses no Opinion concerning the ac- 
tion of the Presbytery referred to in the cases of ap- 
peai and comp!aint, imagmuch as it has been reguiarly 
brought before tue Synod by the Judicial Commit~ 
tee.” 

THE MINORITY REPORT. 

Mr. Gunn then submitted the minority report, 
as subjoined: 

The majority report is agrecd in, with the exception 
(1) that the Onicago Presbytery, maving warned ithe 
Niunth Church of Ciicagy to discontinue the services 
of the Rey, Dr. McKaag, April l4, 1874, who, according 
to the expressed judgment of that Presbytery, has 
preached ** sentiments ip palpable conflict with the 
fundamental doctrine of plenary inspiration,” have yet 
perniutted said church to continue bis services for over 
six months, and nave been dereiict in duty ia not re 
quiring speedy obedience to their mandate of Aprii l4, 
or iu uot proceeding to cissoive said church. 

The reporta were productive of some debate, 
in the course of which it was said that there Lad 
been an overstepping of their duty on the part 
of the Oommittees. A motion was made to 
strike the resolution from the majority report, 
but it did not prevail, 

The two reports were then accepted, and a 
motion to adopt was made, which produced 
another debate in which some of the members 
denounced the conduct of Dr. McKaig in some- 
what harsh language. The Presbytery was also 
censured for allowing his retention as a min- 
ister. 

The Presbytery found a defender in 

THE REV. MR. KITSREDGE, 
who remarked that they had been oceupied by 
the great trial, and had had no time to attend to 
attend to other matters. A committee was even 
now investigating the matter. at the suggestion 
of the Presbytery. He hoped the Synod would 
bave confidence in the Presbytery. 

Mr. J. E. Moffat moved to commit the ‘reports 
with instructions to bring in a minute urging 
continued effort to settle the matter. 

The Rev. Mr. Crawford warmly defended the 
majority report, end said that, as an individual 
member of the Committee, he would not bring 
in a report under such instructions. 

The Secretary (Mr. Smith) thought that the 
Committee had exceeded their duty, and wished 
to have the report amended, — 

The minority report, on motion, was laid on the 
table. The majority report was adopted. 

ERASING PROF. SWING’S NAME. 

The Judicial Committee then presented the 
following report: 

Your Committee appointed to bring in 1 minnte in 
reference to the complaint against the action of the 
Chicago Presbytery for erasing the name of David 
Swing from the roll, beg leave to present the following 
report: 

The complaint against the Presbytery of Chicago 
for their action in erasing the name of the Rev. David 
Swing from the roll of membership in said Pres- 
bytery while charges were pending against him havy- 

been sustained by the Synod ; therefore, 
eso/ved, That the followin final action be taken : 

“ Wuerxzas, Said David Swing has withdrawn from 
the Presbyterian Church, and declared himself inde 
pendent of its jurisdiction ; and 

“Wrerras, The Presbytery has sanctioned the 
same by erasing his name from its roll of member- 


and 

second, That whereas the said David

All of which is respectfully submitted. 
PROPOSED AMENDMENTS, 

The Rey. Mr. Smith moved to amend the re- 
60 as to insert in the first resolution the 
words *‘ null and void” in place of ‘* censurable,” 
and inthe second, that the Chicago Presbytery 
be enjoined by the Synod to restore the name of 
the Rev: David Swing to the roll of membership. 
Mr. Noyes remarked that it would be absurd 
to declare the action of the Presbytery null and 
yoid. If that were #0, there would be no occa- 
sion whatever for the amendment to the second 
resolution. The latter onght to be left un- 


chan 

Several other gentlemen expressed themselves 
in @ somewhat similar, and a kind of 
desultory talk was had all around. 

The report was finally adopted as amended by 
the motion of the Rev. Mr. Smith. 

A DELICATE POINT. 

The Moderator said that the next business in 
order would be the hearing of the appeal. It 
was a question with many whether Mr. Swing’s 
name had to be in order that they 
might be able to proceed. 

Mr. Walker requested some advice for the 
action of the Presbytery under the amended re- 


port. 

The Moderator remarked that the Chicago

CARD PROM MR. NOYES 
To the Editor of The Chieage Tribune : 

Sm: The present number of Tue TRIBUNE 
will put before iis readers a report of the pro- 
ceedings of the Syned of Iilinois North to-day. 
From that report it will pe seen that the ques- 
tion of Prof. Paiton’s right to appeal was dis- 
cussed somewhat at length by him and by my- 
self. Soon after Prof. Patton had replied to my 
argument, one of his supporters moved the 
previous question, which was put and carried, 
thus cutting off all further debate. This 
precipitate action makes it necessary for 
me to correct, through oan press, a very 
strange oversight of Prot. Patton’s im the quo- 
tations which he made from the **Compendi- 
ence of the Laws of the Scottish Church. 
In his reply to me he accused me of disin- 
genousness in not quoting from this volume 
(from which I had previously quoted) @ passage 
which seemed to use the word sen/ence in & sense 
different from that which I had assigned to it, 
and in a sense copiessedly different from that 
which it bas im our Book of Discipline. It 
was enough for me that I used the word as 
signifying that which our own Church law makes 
it to mean. 

But now Prof. Patton quoted from these laws 
of the Scottish Church. He quoted from them 
to prove that the decision of the Chicago Pres- 
bytery in the Swing case had, i facto, made 
him a slanderer, and this, notwithstanding the 
fact that our own law expressly provides that he 
cannot be declared @ 8 r except by 
formal vote of the Presbytery. No such vote 
was passed. Hence, to prove himself a 
slanderer, and therefore aggrieved, and there- 
fore entitied to appeal, he quoted from 
the Scottish law. hat did he quote, and 
how much? Here it it: ‘Matters may fall 
under eognition of Chureh Judicatories severai 
ways, as first: By accusation where a party 
formally appeareth as an accusor and is content 
i re crimen, that ia, to bind himself to un- 
derlie the seme censure (he not proving the ac- 
cusation) which the defender would have merit- 
ed had the libel been proven.” 

And here Prof. Patton stopped. The yery 
next sentence, found upon the same page of the 
book (397), he omitted to read. I make the quo- 
tation from the very same copy from which he 
read. It is thie: *“* If upon trial there be found 
any presamptions of guilt, or if it appear that 
there was a fama clamosa (common fame) for 
what is libeled, the pursuer im that case oug/il 
not to be repule asa nious accuser, even 
though be succumb to his probation.” 

Thre language is @ven more strong than that 
of our own law, and it completely refutes Prof. 
Patton’s argument. The public will certainly 
agree with me that it was a strange oversight 
on the part of the prosecutor tbat he did pot see 
this sentence.

THE EPISCOPALIANS. 
Special Disnateh to The Chicago Trioune, 
PROCEEDINGS IN THE GENERAL CONVENTION. 

New Yor«, Oct. 20.—The discussion in the 
Episeupal Convention over the confirmation of 
the Bishop-elect of Illinois has now occupied 
nearly a week. Considerable business was crowd- 
ed into @ short open session, A long necrologi- 
cal report was read, and a proposed amendment 
to the canons relating to Bishops who abandoned 
the communion of the Chureh was suomitted. 

A letter from the Archbishop of Canterbury 
was presented in reference to tue alms-basin 
which was presented to bim at the General Con- 
ven tion of 1871. 

The secret session began at 
members of the House of 
engaged in the . discussion , of the 
confirmation of Dr. Seymour. It was 
understood that the clergy had exhausted all 
their argument, and the principal speakers were 
laymen, who; from the loudness of their tones, 
evidently epoke in an excited manner. 

An attempt was wade to close the debate by 
5 o'clock, and to take the vote at noon 
to-morrow, but the effort evidently failed, 
as the secret session will be resumed. It is, 
however, understood tbat tbe vote will be taken 
to-morrow afternoon, and, should tbat be the 
case, business will be resumed on Thursday with 
open doors,

THE NICENE CREED. 

The Rev. Dr. Beardsley, of the Committee on 
Praver-Book, to whom was referred suniry 
memorials from the Dioceses of Alabama, Albany, 
Arkansas, Conneecticat, Eastern Mississippr, 
Pittsburg, Texas, Vermont, and Wiscoosin, al! 
in nearly the same language, and petitioning 
this body to take such measures as in their wis- 
dom they may deem proper towards securing for 
tbe use in divine worship an English version of 
the creed, commonly called Nicene, as conform- 
able as may be to the original text, reported un- 
favorably to the memorialists. The Committee 
say the reasons assigned for the new transla- 
tion revolve in a circle about the filioque. It is 
true these words were not in the Catholic creed 
of the Ecumenical Council of Constantinople, 
yut since they have been so long used by 
the Western Church and inexplicable in an or- 
thodox sense, it would not become the body to 
enter upon measures for revising the creed with 
a view of etriking them out, or of securing an 
English version as conformabie as may be to the 
original text, until it can be done in conjunction 
with the churches in communion with the same, 
and with this church. The Committee, there- 
fore, respectfully submit for adoption the follow- 
ing resolution : 

Liesolved, That the Church ought not to enter upon 
any consideration of a proposition to revise the Nicene 
creed until it can be done in a united council of ail 
those autonomous churches using the English rite and 
in communion with this church and the Church of 
England. 

DECEASED MEMBERS. 

Tbe Rev. Dr. Burgess, of Massachusetts, from 
the Committee on Memorials of Deceased Mem- 
bers, submitted a long report, lamenting the 
death of the Rev. Charies B. Dana, D. D., of 
Mississippi; Maj. Josiah Lunt, of Missouri; 
Peter W, Gray, of Texas; the Rev. F. Brooxs, 
of Ohio; the Rev. Dr. Abner Jackson, of Con- 
necticut; John Duncan, of ‘Mississippi; George 
Auderson Gordon, of Alabama; the Rev. N. W. 
Taylor Root, of Maine; William T. Read, of Dei- 
aware; Thomas R. Johnston, LL. D., of New 
York; Richard D. Moore, M. D., of Georgia;

NEW DIOCESE.

That the proviso contained in Art. & of the Con- 
stitution, whatever may be its vaiue in reference to 
older and stronger dioceses, must necessarily operate 
as au absolute prohibition of the erection of new dio- 
ceses 1n parts of the United States where the 
growth of the church is retarded by the great extent 
of territory and the sparseness of the population, ren- 
dering due Episcopal! oversight always difficult, and to 
a considerable degree impractible, and where the work 
ia altogether of a missi character. Yeur memo- 
rialista, therefore, would respectfully urge upon the 
General Convention of the Church an amendment of 
Art, 5, Re the omission of the following words: 
“ And such consent shall not be given by the General

shall be the duty of the presiding Bishop to convene 
the House of Bishops. and if a majority of the whole 
number of Bishops entitied at the time to seats in the 
House of Bishops shall, atsuch meeting, give their 
consent, said p.esiding Bishop or senior Bishop, pres- 
ent, proceed to depose from the ministry the 
Bishop so certified as abandoning, and pronounce and 
record in the presence of two or more Bishops that he 
has been so deposed; provided, nevertheless that if 
the Bishop seo certified as abandoning shall transmit 
to tbe presiding Bishop a retraction of the acts or dec- 
larations constituting his offense, the Bishop y, at

A FAITHLESS FRIEND. 

Hazen Cheney filed a bili in the Cireuit Court 
against Joseph White, W. H. Swett, Elizabeth 
2B. Bush, aud H. L. Hammond, to redeem a 
piece ef property 231 feet front on Nineteenth 
street by 90 feet on Blackwell street. Cheney 
states that, some time in 1857, he was the happy 
possessor of this lot. About that time, Joseph 
White, an old acquaintance and ehum in col- 
lege, wrote him, stating that be had about 
$3,500 he wished to invest in some Chi- 
cago —_—iand. Cheney replied that he 
would sell ouve-half of bis lot for 
just that price, and White boughtit. Ia 1859, 
White's confidence in the future greatness of 


Chicago became suddenly shaken, and he wrote 
to the complainant that he feared he would 
uever get his money back. To Cheney, however, 
the future of the Garden City appeared ever 
elorions, and he told White that so sure wae he 
of the value of the land that he would deed his 
own half to secure his $3,500. This was kindly 
accepted, aud White's confidence was recon- 
firmed. Years passed along, until 1864, 
when Cheney became embarrassed, and 
desired to sell the land, but was 
dissuaded from his purpose by White, who now 
became the comforter, and advised him to hold 
op, as the propertygwould doubtiess increase io 
vaiue. Iv 1870 Cheney again desired to sell, 
but White was not willing. The complainant 
says that on these and many other occasions 
White bas acknowledged that he only held the 
title to one-half the land in trust. In Septem- 
ber last, to make a long story short, Cheney 
came bere to see about the land, but was aston- 
ished to find that it had been sold m 1872 to W. 
H. Swett, of the firm of Swett & Crouch, who 
had previously had a lease of the premises. He 
immediate! started for Boston, where 
White lived, to know the reason why the de- 
fendant professed that he had done no wrong 
intentionally, and would make matters right, 
which, however, he has never done. 

Com»+lainant claims that White has received a 
large sum from rents, that the property has 
largely increased in value, and is pow worth 
$12,000 or $15,000, tnat Swett, who bought it for 
9,500, had knowledge of the fatts, and that 
White oniy heid the titie in trust. Complafnant 
therefore asks that it may be reconveyed-to him 
on payment of the amount actually due for taxes 
and interest. 

SAM ASHTON AND HIS LITTLE SUIT. 
Although Mr. Samuel Ashton began a suit 
against the Times some months ago, the mental 
shock of the injuries done him, or the physical 
task of drawing his declaration,—for he went on 
the economical plan of doing his own work,— 
has caused a delay until the present time in 
presenting a statement of hia grievances to the 
public. He claims that until the 30th of May. 
1873, his geocral reputation for truth aod 
veracity was good—at which time the defendant, 
W. F. Storey, pnblished some articles advising 
the public to * Beware of Sam,” calling him an 
‘‘incorrigible oftice-beggar,” ‘‘a scamp,” ‘a 
man who ig on the make,” and “a lawyer 
of inferior grade,” and a **man of inferior mor- 
als.” For these and many other like assertions, 
Aashton claims that he has suffered damages to 
the amount of at least $100,000. Fifteen counts 
covering 130 pages are employed in describing 
the enormity of the defendant's offenses.

nry Holbein, is inthe babit of *‘ becoming 
beastly and insanely drunk,” but that neverthe- 
dess he is possessed of about $15,000 in lands 
and chattels.
